Thousands of . motorists annually 
smash through gates at railroad. 
crossings In the United States, This 
fact indicates two sides to the grade 
crossing argument. 

On the Long Island railroad, which 
has only 400 miles of track, one grade 
crossing gate is broken practically 
every day in the year by motor driv- 
ers who attempt to “beat trains te 
crossings.” 

In the last year there were approxt- 
mately 800 of such accidents on this 
Mne alone, according to T. P. Brennan, 
safety agent.

Railroads of the United States are 
in a canipaign to cut down accidents 
of all kinds, including those at grade 
crossings. Motorists are asked to én- 
ter this campaign and ald in making 
our highways safer by constant vigl- 
lance.
